P1TTSBURG, Pa., Jon. 25.— Between 


li") and 150 men were entombed today 
by an explosion in llic shaft of the Har- 


wi<-k Coal company near Cheswick. None 
oi Ihoni had beeu rescued at noon and it 


is believed that many of llicm were cilh- 
cr killed outright by Iho explosion or 
have been suffocated by Ihe ga.s, 


Whether the explosion occurred at the 


fur extremity of the mini- and killed the' 
nicji by the concussion, or whether it oc- 
nirrpd.' nearer the shaft and imprisoned 
tliu men IB not known. There have been 
•no means as yot of ibiding the w:act na- 
'tisrc of thti disaster and the number of 
men lhat were killed. If the mine en- 
mine h'reraaii arc nJso iu the mine, Gor- 
'mon can ^et fresh air, all will have per- 
ished in the course of a few Lours, With 
the knowledge ' thaVscoivs of lives de- 
pended ou the prompt action of laborers 
ia the mouth of -the mine an . excited 
gang of men vvas .^oou working with 
might aud maiu.

PUMP AUi INTO MINE. 


After the injured.men had been eared 


for, Mine hispeclor.P. W. Cunningham 
was notified of the disaster and prepar- 
ations were made lo go to Ihe relief of 
the imprisoned miners. The air shaft 
had also been damaged by the explosion 
and il was about two hours before air 
could he pumped into the mine. As soon 
as possible Ihe pumping was begun .and 
was kepi up pending Ihe in-rival of In- 
speelor Cunningham. 


Manager Sheets said he believed the 


explosion was caused by tire damp. 


The charred condiliou of the 
mule 


,,-hieh was hurlod out of the shaft nnd 
the force of the explosion led the mine 
people to fear for the worst. 


There was little fire following the ex- 


plosion. 


NONE COULD ESCAPE. 


It is said the force of the explosion 


was such that every man in the limited 
space underground must have been in- 
sttuitly killed by the concussion, and it 
is likely that the interior of the mine is 
badly \vrcckexl and "caved. 
Any of the 


men- who might possibly have escaped 
Ihe shook of the explosion have proba- 
bly been sufliocated by the after-damp, 
and mining men think it is hardly likely 
that any will be brought out alive.

Tho hairs found in the deixd girl's hand 
wore from a white man. A Woody fire- 
brick found nenr the body was lined to 
kill tho girl. The parents of the victim 
have arrived here and will return to 
Elkhart with the body. Three courts of 
inquiry are being held by Coroner Plura- 
mer, Justice Fletcher and Mayor Smith. 
All th} suspicious characters of Bedford 
hovo been apprehended and examined as 
to their whereabouts ou the night of 
the murder. Sheriff Morris o£ Floyd 
county has returned home with his blood 
hounds. They were not able to follow 
the tracks of the murderer. 


BODY EXPOSED TO RAIN. 


The 
witness 
before 
the 
mayor's 


court of inquiry described the finding of 
the body. He said the shed where the 
body was found opens on an alley the 
mouth of which is ubout 100 foot from 
L street. The body lay in the dirt the 
heud just at the edge of the doorway., 
ono foot between the front and rear 
wheels of a cab tbat oconpieil the shed. 
Tho body lay upon its buck, the hands 
olenohed and thrown back of the head.

ONE SCRKAM IIEATCD.

Johnson, on L street, between Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth streets at 6:30 p. 
111., to go to her room at Thirteenth and 
M,' streets, two squares away. About' 
half way she passed tho mouth of the al- 
rey where she was attacked. No one 
hoard screams till nearly nine o'clock 
when Mrs, W. D. Elliott, who lives at 
Fourteenth and Elm streets near where 
the body was found, uaid she heard a 
woman scream. She went to the door, 
but the scream was not repeated. The 
conclusion is token from this that Mies 
Schafer might have been merely render- 
ed unconscious by tho first attack nnd 
recovered later whan sho was struck 
again with the brick and killed. Blood 
splashes on the oab iu the shed indicated 


• that Miss Schafer was struck in the shed 


and was in a standing pasition when 
struck. "W. J. Cook who rents the shed 
ITOHI ilrs. Sunn, and who is n cabman, 
testified to finding the body. 


LIVED SEVERAL HOURS.

Miss'Schafer re- 
ceived many letters which she destroy- 
ed after reading. 


LOVE AFFAIR BROUGHT IN. 


~A~ie^™days~agcTshe' received a letter 
containing 35 pages and this she read 
several times before she destroyed it. So 
fur as can be ascertained she talked to 
no one concerning this letter, but while 
reading it appeared at times considera- 
bly exercised. The police have been told 
ulso that Miss, Sehafcr jokingly said -to 
a friend that her sweetheart was iu town 
and that she had "fired him, but he 
would not stand the fire." 


It has also been told to the police that 


on Thursday evening a tall man wearing 
a long overcoat and a slouch hat was 
seen walking past Miss Sohafer's rooms 
and this man had a mustache.

About ten daj'9 ago a man whose des- 


cription the police have, came to Bcd- 
ford'and was with Miss Schafer, rcturu- 
iug to the hotel late at night. The po- 
lice do not connect this man with tho 
killing of the young girl, but desire to 
ascertain of him if he knows of any per- 
son to whom the crime might be ascrib- 
ed. 


OVERHEARD QUARREL,

CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—Fire broke out 


this afternoon in the Masonic Temple, 
a twenty story skyscraper, one square 
cast of the Iroquoia theater. Owing to 
the fact that upwards of 2,000 people oc- 
cupy tho offices and stores in the giant 
structure, the fi.ro caused much excite- 
ment. 


The series of elevators surrounding 


the rotunda in the center of the build- 
ing continued to run while .the smoke 
and flumes issued from' the windows in 
the fourth story where the fire origi- 
nated. The people were removed from 
the upper floors as rapidly as possible. 


Great crowds of specstatore quickly 


Burrounded the temple, being drawn 
from the fashionable shopping district 
of State street and adjoining thorough 
fares. The sight of the majestic utrue 
ture through the clouds of smoke and 
flames was ono long to be remembered. 


FLOOD FLOORS WITH WATER. 
Firemen were summoned by an alarm 


automatically sent in from the rooms in 
which the 
fire began. The firemen 


quickly made connections with tho sta- 
tionary standpipo in the 'building. Im- 
mediately tons of water flooded ' the 
Boors where the smoke and blaze was 
thickest. 


The origin of the fire was in an explo- 


sion of chemicals in a doctor's office on 
the fifth floor. The explosion was a 
sufficient notice of danger to the occu- 
pants of the floors immediately above 
and below, but was unheard by hun- 
dreds of other persons in the vast struc- 
ture, who received their warning when 
suddenly confronted with wails of dense 
smoke. 


WILD RUSH TOR SAFETY. 


Flames followed the 
explosion 
and 


quickly spread to the floors above. Men 
and women rushed wildly for the stairs 
and elevators. So rapidly did the im- 
mense skyscraper fill with smoke that 
the firemen found it almost impossible 
to work within the waJls. 


In a short time tho fire was raging on 


throe floors containing many chemical 
establishments in doctors' offices. Furth- 
er explosions were momentarily feared. 
As at the Iroquois catastrophe Fire Mar- 
shall Mushara. was soon personally on 
hand.'and he quickly warned his men of 
tho danger. 


FIREMAN ELICITS CHEERS. 


Shortly after the arrival of the en 


gines a ladder was raised at the 'south 
west corner of the building and a fireman 
ascended to tho fifth floor where the fire 
was burning. As he broke the window 
cheers went up from the crowd in th< 
street which was repeated when the fire 
man entered the windowed dragged a 
lead of hose after him. 


In. the height oi the. cxmtanmt 


crowds in the street saw a man clad in 
a heavy overcoat step out on the fire 
escape of the fourteenth, floor and be- 


n to descend. 
Within the building the elevator men 


by running their machines without ceas- 
ing, sought to still the panic of hun- 
dreds who .were seeking to escape. 


ELEVATOR SEEN HEROES. 


From the top floor down the curriers 


wcro jammed with passengers and a 
number of women fainted in the cars. 
The men for the most port retained-their 
senses. The elevator men stuck to their 
work like heroes and continued to run 
their cars until it was said that every 
person was out of the building. -The 
flames appeared first ini the suite of R. 
Friedlander & Co., manufacturers of X- 
ray apparatus on the fifth floor. 


WHERE BLAZE IGNITED. 


The explosion, which was the cause of 


the fire, occurred in $10,000 worth of 
vacuum tubes which were stored in the 
suite. Smoke poured out of the rooms 
which occupied tho entire southwest cor- 
ner of the skyscraper facing Randolph 
street directly across the street from 
Marshall Field & Go's huge retail store. 
With almost increditable swiftness every 
floor of the temple above the fifth floor 
was filled with dense smoke while the 
floors below were deluged with water. 


DODGE HEAVY BEAMS. 


Detachments of polic* were quickly on 


hand, aiding the firemen in the effort to 
control 
the fire and calm the panic 


stricken people. 


Armed with axes and picks the fire- 


meu broke doors and windows. In the 
rotunda at tho bottom of the elevator 
well, persons leaving the elevators after 
descending in hnirbreadtlTtinie from the 
upper stories, were, obliged to dodge 
heavy beams and fragments of stone and 
plaster falling in the rotunda from the 
fifth lloor and breaking jagged holes in 
the costly mosaic pavement. 


Thousands of people on the streets 


watching the fire were, thrown into a 
panic by an explosion, which threw a 
quantity of acid through the windows 
sending smarting' fluid., raining on the 
crowd below. In the rush for safety an 
old man was thrown down in an area 
way, -being picked up unconscious. 


The fire was out within an hour. A 


number of persons were injured as » re- 
sult of the fire. R. Friedlander, in 
whoso suite the fire originated, 
was 


found -unconscious on the floor. He was j 
overcome by smoke and chemical fumes. 
Twelve girls .'in his employ made their 
escape at the first alarm. 


DESCEND FIRE ESCAPE. 


When the knowledge of the fire reach- 
d the barber shop on the Nineteenth 
oor, everybody made a rush for the ele- 


vators. They were full. Persons were 
lamoring into them at a rate that 
hreatened accidents unless th« conges- 
ion was relieved. Thereupon Asbjnore 
and the bootblack ran to the fire escape 
and started to climb downward. 


"Several times," said Aehmore, "as we 


passed by a window, smoke rolled out in 
volumes that threatened to suffocate a?. 
But we knew it was dtath if we lost our 
hold and hung on. We were mighty glad 
when we reached the bottom."

After being imprisoned in the ice off 


Chicago for over fifty-five hours, the 
Goodrich steamer lown, with a cargo 
of freight and thirty 
passengers on 


board, arrived at this port about 12:40 
o'clock last night, none the worse for 
her experience and passengers .well and 
in good spirits. In the main the passen- 
gers were bound'for Milwaukee and ex- 
cept three, were asleep. 
-• The three who were awake and left the 
ship here are Mr. and Mrs. George Hen- 
derson and W. L. Reed, theatrical people, 
nnd who intend to arrange for an enter- 
tainment here, for the benefit of the 
hospitals or other society that may de- 
sire to enter into agreement, 


Mrs. Henderson, for the little party of 


three, when seen by a' representative of 
the Journal, intelligently told of her ex- 
perience in the ice floes for so many 
hours, as follows: 
' 


"We started from Chicago Wednesday 


ni"lvt at 8 o'clock. When out a short 
distance we struck solid ice five and six 
inches thick and then got into, a paci of 
slush ice which measured in thickness 
from five to twelve feet. The engines of 
the ship were worked hard to get 
through, but it was impossible, 
The 


next morning when w* arose we were 
still in sight of. Chicago, but could not 
move. The day wore away and it was 
evident to all passengers and the crew 
of the steamer that we were in for a 
long siege. We played cards, told stor- 
ies, sang songs and made ourselves as 
comfortable as possible. The captain 
and the officers of the Iowa did every- 
thing possible for us. There was plenty 
'to eat, the cabins were warm, plenty,of 
coal in the bunkers and at no time in 
danger, in fact no one was frightened. 
The Chicago tug Mort'ord made an effort 
o reach us several times without success 
and the ice carried us eouth to the crib 
At 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 
Morford succeeded in breaking the ice BO 
hat we got into dear water and steam- 
ed away for Racine. Just north of Chi- 
cago we met the steamer Georgia which 
vas stuck in tho ice off Milwaukee and 
;alked to the captain and he jokingly 
:old us to keep our eyes out for Bit 
Jen, that ho was perched on an ice floe 
near Racine. We did not see the animal 
So far as the passengers ore concerned 
they could not have been mor comforta 
jle in their own homes and the only in 
ih«y could not have been more camforta 
nothing but heaps of ice to look at. 
will never forget the experience. Al 
passengers who did not have state room 
were kindly furnished quarters !>y th 
officers." 


FIRST MATE'S STORY. 


First Mate William Ocrtling, of th 


Iowa was seen and said: "Yes, we hftv 
been in the ice ainco Wednesday nigh 
and I won't to tell you that it-was tb 
heaviest I have seen in years, being a' 
of ten and twelve feot thick. Wa^coul 
not move a mile, although full speed wa 
tried ahead and astern and we simp! 
lay quiet in the floe. At no time wa 
there the uligbtast danger. There wa 
plenty of food and coal and the paasen 
gers behaved splendidly, playing card 
telling tale* and rather enjoyed the no^ 
elty of being in the ice. Wie worked ou 
ooniiderably after the tug Morford took 
thi ice and finally got clear and came o 
op .the lake. The boat was not damfip 
in the leait. The ice wns never beari 
ou this nhore.". '

teou made up by tlie bureau of chem- 
istry and promulgated for the informa- 
tion and guidance of all concerned. 
Copies of the standards may be ob- 
tained upon application at the bureau, 
and those interested would do well to 
make application, as the various inter- 
ests of the country will be expected to 
abide by the new requirements, nays 
the Holsteln-FriOElan Register. 


It is expected that most o£ the state 


Inspection officials will ftt once adopt 
the new figures for use in their com- 
munities. Tho following are some' of 
the now rules: 


Standard milk must contain not less 


thim 3.25 per cent of milk fat and S.25 
pur cent of solids not fat and must 
have an acidity equivalent to not more 
than .2 per cent of lactic acid. 


Cream to be standard must contain 


not lens toaa IS per cent of milk fiit.. 


Butter must be not'lcss than 82,5 per 


cent of butter fat, which is the fatty 
substance of fresh or ripened 'milk or 
cream. 
Renovated or what Is known as 


"process" bxittor is butter melted- 01 
ren-orked, with the addition of nothing 
more than pure m'ik. cream or salt. No 
chemical must be used in renovating 
it, and the standard must contain no 
leas than 82.5 per cent of butler fat and 
not more than 10 per cent of water. 


Standard whole milk cheese, ful 


cream cheese or skim milk cheeao mus 
contain not less than 48 per cent o 
butter fat.

P1TTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 'SB.—Between 


lii stud 150 men were entombed today 
by an explosion in the shaft of the Har- 
wic-k Coal company near 'Cheswick: None 
of tliem had been rescued at noon and it 
is believed that many of them were eith- 
er killed outright by 'the explosion or 
have been suffocated by the gas 


Whether the explosion occurred at the 


far extremity of the mine and killed the 
men by the concussion, or whether it oc- 
curred' nearer the shaft and imprisoned 
the inert is not known. There hnve been 
•no means as yet of finding the exact na- 
ture of the disaster and the number of 
men that were killed. If the mine en- 
Tiiine fireman are also in the mine, Gor- 
nncn can get fresh air, all will have per- 
ished in the course of a few hours'. With 
the knowledge that'scores oJ lives de- 
pended O.Q the prompt action of laborers 
at the month of the mine an excited 
gang of men was upon working with 
might and main. Help was summoned 
from all sources available and as many 
.wen are.assisting iu the work of rescue

(Julloch, of Cheswick were soon on the 
scene ,and rendered all possible aid to 
the 'injured men. 


PUMP AIR INTO MINE. 


After the injured men had been cared 


for, 
Mine Inspector 1?. W. Cunningham 


was notified of the disaster and prepar- 
ations were made to go to the relief of 
the imprisoned miners. The air shaft 
had also been damaged by the explosion 
and it was about two hours before air 
could be pumped into the mine. As soon 
as possible the pumpiug was begun and 
was kept up pending the arrival of In- 
spector Cunningham. 


Manager Sheets said he believed the 


explosion was caused by fire dump. 


The charred condition of the mule 


which was hurled out of the shaft and 
the force of the explosion led the mine 
people to fear for the worst. 


There was little flic.following the ex- 


plosion. 


NONE COULD ESCAPE. 


It is said the force of the explosion 


was such that every man in the limited 
space underground must have been in- 
stantly killed by the concussion, and it 
is likely that the interior of the mine is 
badly wrecked and ""caved. Any of the 
men who might possibly have escaped 
the shook of the explosion have proba- 
bly been suffiocated by the after-damp, 
and mining men think it is hardly likely 
that' any will be brought out alive.

It 
was three years ago when Petersen went 
into, the service and almost immediately 
he was consigned to the Philippines. 


When he left Manila some weeks ago 


the natives had nearly all been pacified. 
In speaking of his,experience the young 
man said: "I learned to ipeak the lan- 
guage quite fluently. During my ab- 
sence I was on seven different islands 
and had a good,opportunity;to see and 
size up the,different kind,g of natives. 
They are a, treacherous people,- that is 
the majority, but many, are intelligent 
and law-ahidingj and take readily'to the 
ways of American,living and govern- 
ment.

COST OF> LIVING 'HIGH.

"Americans are paid good salaries, but' 


it costs lots of money to1 livV'thcre. I! 
should not desire to make, that country 
my permanentohome, and was glad to 
reach America again. It is almost im- 
possible to keep Americans there, and 
all are leaving as fast as possible. In 
Manila the country is healthy, bud in- 
land and on many islands it is bad. In 
the larger cities the people are civilized, 
but in small towns it is almost impossi- 
ble to keep the natives from continuing 
oH practices. Some of the native wo- 
men are almost white and the only way 
to distinguish them is by the high cheek 
bones .and peculiar features. All of the 
telegraph poles in that country are of 
iron, 
, 


"At one time I was fifty miles away 


from Americans, on an island with no 
one around me but natives. While the 
people were all right in the town it was 
extremely dangerous outside. I was al- 
ways . mounted and carried two_gung. 
Four times bolomen attacked me and I 
was lucky to escape with my life. 


HIGH TEMPERATURE. 


"The weather is extremely warm o,n 


the islands, averaging 104'and 105 in the 
shade the year around. ; Nights are cold 
and two blankets are necessary to sleep 
in. I brought back a number of inter- 
esting relics from that far off country. 


"When in Manila'I did not see Phillip 


Herrick of Kacine, but during my ab- 
sence I me't Vigo Hansenj'a Racine boy. 
He was well'. Altogether the people of 
that country have great respect for 
American fighting ability and know, that 
in any open' fight they stand no show 
whatever 
and consequently resort 
to 


treachery. 


"On my way home I stopped in cities 


o£ Japan and the war talk with Russia 
was at fever heat. I expected when I 
arrived in this country to hear that 
there had been a clash and battles 
fought." .

HEIR TO HALF MILLION 


Lewis Fischer, ,a Poor Boy, Now 


in Affluence-Ban Away 


When 7 Years of Age. 


Lewi* Fischer, aged 20 years, a former 


resident of Racine, and who was employ- 
ed »t various factories and about livery 
stables, baa-fallen heir to a fortune of 
$500,000 which has been waiting him at 
Pittsburg, Pa., for the part year. 


Young Fischer was apprised of his 


good luck »» he came from the rivet- 
ing room of the Chicago Ship-building 
company in South Chic*go. After leav- 
ing Racine Fischer went to Chicago and 
obtained employment at. anything he 
could do, receiving wages of SO cents a 
day up. The fortune that awaits hint 
was left by his father, .who died one^. 
year ago, not knowing where his son 
was. Attorneys in charge of the estate, 
came to this city In eearch ol Fischer 
and traced him to Chicago. 


When very young the boy lived with 


his parents at PittebiMg.' At that time 
his father was foreman in a shawl fac- 
tory but only moderately well-to-do. He 
owned his home and some other proper- 
ty, but there was no indication at the 
time that he would hare more than a 
bare competence. 


Lewis ran away from home when he 


was seven years of age, eluded searchers 
tent out after him and finally reached 
the lakes. He worked for a while at 
Cleveland and came to Racine on a lake 
boat and was here possibly two years. 
Most of the time he-worked in differ- 
ent .manufacturing plants. He never 
wrote to hie parents, and. they had no 
idea where he was. 


During thu time Fischer's father had 


become a partner''in the manufacturing 
enterprise and his .fortune increased rap- 
idly. When he died, all was left 'tq ,the 
boy and Attorney A;, f. Kind, of Phila- 
delphia, took up the search for the inisa- 
ihg heir, wrote to different cities arid'an 
assistant went iri search' of him, with 
the result that he wag found in Chicago. 
The boy is now at Pittsburg and' will en-! 
joy the wealth that has fallen to him. 
He is'said to be a careful and sensible 
young fellow.

SERVING TWO MASTERS.. 


Milwaukee Sentinel: As was expect- 


ed, Assistant Attorney. General Bancroft 
Could discover no legal or moral reason 


:why he should not hold and ride on a 
railroad pass while acting as one of the 
official legal advisers of an anti-pass "re 
form" administration. In a statement 
made to the Milwaukee paper tlmt- ex- 
posed his double dealing he said: 


I know of no reason—legal'or moral 


—why an attorney may not represent a 
railroad corporation or any other cor- 
poration in the local courts in civil busi- 
ness in which the state has or can have 
no earthly interest, and at the same 
time occupy a public office; and certain- 
ly there is no law prohibiting railway 
companies from issuing transportation 
to their employes. I have acted in per- 
fect good faith as the company's attor- 
ney, 
upon a written contract made be- 


fore I was appointed assistant attorney 
general, and before myself or the rail- 
way company knew that I was to be ap- 
pointed. 


In the fight made by the assistant.at- 


torney general against Representative 
Babcock in the Third congi-essional';dis- 
trict of this state one of the incidents 
was the production, in the official Mil- 
waukee administration organ of, one of 
those nerve rending facsimile publica- 
tions, in which a pass believed to have 
been given to Mr. Bancroft through the 
influence of Mr,, Bibcock as the chair- 
man of the congressional campaign com- 
mittee played^ a conspicuous part. This 
pass was issued and used before the 
anti-pass law was in force, but the argu- 
ment that the shocking facsimile publi- 
cation was supposed to carry to the 
mind of the amazed reader was that a 
man 
who could be on such familiar 


terms with a railroad company as to 
command a pass was a auspicious char- 
acter. 


Now Mr. Bancroft turns up with a 


pass. He explains that he is the local 
attorney at RicMand Center of the Mil- 
waukee road. He is the associate nnd 
confidential adviser of the attorney gen- 
eral, who in turn is the legal adviser of 
the Wisconsin railroad commissioner. In 
the absence of the attorney general, or 
when that officer is too busy reading 
other people's letters to attend .to his 
official duties, Mr. Bancroft, as the first 
assistant attorney general, becomes the 
legal adviser of the 
railroad commis- 


sioner. 
Under the circumstances it 


would be strange if an .ordinary, simple 
minded, level headed lawyer could dis- 
cover no legal or moral reason why he 
should either surrender his connection 
with the railroad company or his state* 
office. But Mr. Bancroft is a "reform- 
er." 


It may be that Mr. Bancroft b'y a 


technicality can escape conviction for 
violating the anti-pass law. But the 
fact that Lia appointment as local attor- 
new of the Milwaukee road preceded but 
a short time Ms appointment oa assist- 
ant attorney general of the state under 
a radical "reform," anti-corporation ad- 
ministration will inevitably lead to Ms 
conviction at the bar of public opinion 
on the charge of evading the law. As a 
star reformer, a loud mouthed dema- 
gogue who strives to create and then 
profit by a prejudice against the very 
corporation whose "employe" he will- 
ingly became.while the people were pay- 
ing him a lalary and expecting him to 
give them good service, he is certainly 
a shining success..

Richmond-Smith company, which holds 
contracts for milk supplied by 2,300 
farms within a radius of seventy-five 
miles of Chicago. The contraots 
run 


from three to Jive years and aggregate 
10,140 cans a day. 


Options also have been secured for the 


purchase of the stock of eighty four 
othiir retailers and distributers. The 
properties include several depots in the 
city and thirteen factories in the coon- 
try. 


The principal purpose of the new com- 


pany, it is stated, is not to advance 
prices, but to raise the- standard of milk 
in Chicago. AH sold by the company 
through its distributers will be. certified 
free from bacteria and all 
deleterious

THE COOPER COMMERCE BILL. 
The Cooper Commerce measure is now 


one of the important measures before 
the present congress. It is recognized 
as one of the things that are not to be 
postponed and given unto the care of 
the trust syndicate managers to smoth- 
er. No pret«nae that it is a presidential 
year, should be permitted to kill this 
measure, that has been framed so very 
considerately in the interests of justice, 
and yet as well in the interests of the 
great railroad properties of the coun- 
try. For it nrast be understood the bill 
of Congressman Cooper is no confiscat- 
ing measure,'for in the design to secure 
just and impartial freight rates at every 
point it provides a legal way for the 
roads interested, at any time to appeal 
to the United States courts and when- 
ever the orders of the.Interstate Com- 
merce Commission are disagreed with, 
they are rendered null and void. The 
Commission cannot originate rates, but 
can,only move.upon the written .com- 
plaint of any grieved shipper. 
If the 


Commission assents to the complaint 
and orders something different, the road 
or roads must comply, but may at once, 
that is within twenty days, bring the 
matter on appeal to any United States 
circuit court, then if this court is still 
against them, they can appeal to the 
United States supreme court itself, the 
ease taking precedence of everything but 
criminal eases. 
The railroads are up 


against it only in this way, they can 
not if the bill becomes law, ignore the 
Commission as now, but'must put the 
rates us Ibced by the Commission in 
force at once, which the bill says, must 
bo regarded as fair, and then may go on 
to appeal to the circuit courts. ' 


[11 this Cooper measure is the first rec- 


ognition of the real heart of the great 
trust evil. It is toyed with in any one 
of tlic various laws in existence, but at 
ovcry step the efforts of the individual 
shipper are met with the active opposi- 
tion of gigantic capital, and no provision 
lias hitherto been made for the ''neces- 
sarily separated interests 
injured. If 


still the Cooper measure provided no ex- 
pense should attach to the complainants 
but at all steps costs pivid by the gov- 
ernment, except that on;'the. part of the 
railroads, it would not be a bad idea 
in the least, but as' it is, this bill get's 
at the heart of the evil and for the .first 
time, recognizes the truth ..that 
the 


strength of the combine or the trust,'is 
in the discriminations hitherto and now 
enjoyed despite the Elkins law, for the 
admission is made in the annual report 
of the Commission that railroads can 
continue their favoritism under other 
guises just the same, in passes, by favor- 
itism in switching charges and arrange- 
ments, by private car swindle on less 
favored shippers. Get rid of all discrimi- 
nations and rebates and the trust can 
not live. This is beyond any question. 
There are no good trusts and bad trusts, 
as statesmen of ours pretend. There is 
only one kind, -bad, thoroughly bad. 
Any combination or individual who has 
favors others do not receive, has the 
weapon by which his competitors 
are 


driven out of business or greatly crip- 
pled. 


This, is the weapon by which but one 


gigantic oil interest exists in the coun- 
try, that is, practically so. It is the 
weapon by which the gigantic steel trust 
can control the market, 
and 
compel 


home consumers to pay a fourth more 
for their steel than is charged foreign 
consumers. Freight discriminations and 
rebates in various guises, together with 
sinister, trade conspiracies, .enable rapa- 
cious trusts to prosper, and to drive out 
of business competition. 
The natural, 


laws of trade can of course be defied 
when partioulnr interests can swing the 
elements that control, but deprive every 
combination, every individual or firm or 
corporation of any methods by which he 
can enjoy privileges his competitors do 
not enjoy and the natural laws of trade 
reassert themselves. 


Take away every special privilege and 


you restore the 'natural laws of trade, 
and to deny the absence of competition 
is in the interest* of the people, because 
saving waste, is to deny every natural 
law of our being and of the business 
world of trade, commerce, and manufac- 
tures »s well; 0»n wuyone question, but 
what a, community is more prosperous- 
with a hundred separate concerns than 
such would be with but one gigantic con- 
cern embranng the one hundred con- 
cern*? J>o»» noy intelligent citizen of. 
Racine need to debate that question? 


The Cooper measure is framed upon 


rightful liues and it should become law. 
It protects individual* and-doe* not dis- 


criminate, and yet protect* the railroads 
against any arbitrary course' at any 
time, if such be regarded as arbitrary. 
It ought to now be fully recognized that 
there is no such thing-as;a good 'trust 
and a bad trust. All trusts are bad 
wherein special discriminations are en- 
joyed, whe'ther through the process of 
railroad maneuvers, or through processes 
of trade conspiracies. ./What 
does a 


trust care about publicity, provided its 
methods are not interfered withj Give 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
the necessary power to terminate favori- 
tism and discriminations in any form or 
manner found. This is business. 


Pass the Cooper bill.

ments in Europe have been found'to yield 
even a.better income than many, farms. 
This is through judicious thinning, and 
cutting, and as well replanting. 'But even 
omitting'the replanting, had prudence 
been the rule instead of ar, awful waste, 
the annual i growth from, the. seedlings 
•and the leaving of younger timber to .at- 
tain its growth, woidd' Imve today wit- 
nessed onr splendid state in possession 
of many thousands of acres more of 
woodlands.

lands are making flue "farm lands, and 
are excellent for dairy purposes, but it 
must be remembered clwwed Isada in. 


time wifcuouLl. tiic advantages ol the for-, 
ests as retainer* .of moisture along the 
streams and in sufficient volume to af- 
fect the atmosphere, wiH in time become 
semi-arid, and thence to aridity.

pleted until some arrangement is made

conspiracies. All chartered associations 
at Meast. should be/compelled by law,:..to.

der of the same price others are obtain- 
ing goods from-them, and-'no cdrpdra'tion 
shoiild be permitted to charge more «to 
one customer than another. Congress 
should ,at this session, no matter the 
coming presidential election -legislate 
upon matters of such great. importance 
to the people.

TO rXCH-EA'SE POSTAL REVENUES. 


It is now the case advocates of a re- 


form in postal methods are admitting 
the transportation- 'rates paid railroads 
are excessive. It'-is .admitted the rates 
paid the fast mail 'special trains arc hot 
so excessive, ami in 'fact low, while the 
rates paid for mail- transportation on 
the trains the vast bulk of the passen- 
gers traVel on, are-very high. These Jast 
mails '• ' leave '• naturally 
at 
unearthly 


hours, being primarily for the benefit of 
the mctr6politanvh6wspapers, but that 
the mail carried ofrthese trains* is essen- 
tial -for the publib'-:benefit is the ^un- 
warranted assumption of those desirous 
of arguing it is the duty of the govern- 
ment to so manage, the morning papers 
'may secure an enrly delivery at points 
within a half day's to a. day's jradius. 


In reports made to congress" it 
is 


shown the roads transport vast quanti- 
ties of freight and express matter at 
rates Unearthly 
small in comparison 


with the mail matter, and that so far as 
the duties of the railroads are concern- 
ed, there is no more to do with the gov- 
ernment mail oars than with spec- 
ial fast freight cars. 
Then as to ex- 


press matter, as express messengers at- 
tend to their own express matter, equal- 
ly so do the mail clerks attend to the 
mail matter at-.'nb- cost whatever to 'the 
transporting roads^ 


The work' of the special examiners in- 


to the postal departments will not be 
complete until all this matter of railroad 
transportation of mail matter is thor- 
oughly mastered,', and among other 
things the mysteries of the examinations 
at , intervals every few years of mails 
carried over the "mail routes to ascer- 
tain the a'veFage of, the weight carried, 
to fix the-tsfcmpenaation. for the next few 
years. 


Yet. « good third oi the total revenues 


of .the postal department goes to the 
transportation companies for presumed 
service* in carrying the mails. If the 
present charges were out down a ' half, 
still the roads would be immensely com- 
pensated over any ot&er sort of matter 
carried ,md instead of a deficiency in 
the postal department there would be a 
handsome surplus. '

all objectionable to the banks. Finan- 
ciers say it will never do for the govern- 
ment to draw out funds to any particu- 
lar amount as that would seriously in- 
terfere with, that marvelous system of 
high finance as practiced by the chiefs of 
Wall street. It would bring on'say these 
men, hardships that the banks should not 
be expected to ?udure. 


This being about the size of it, it is 


about time the treasury began then the 
gathering of funds it could use as desir- 
ed. There is no need of the government 
with its now magnificent revenues, pay- 
ing one dollar of tax to the'financial-syn- 
dicates of the east, and there is no need 
of the government permitting all these 
millions, 175,000,000 about of them, to be 
utilized as means to fpnvard 
the 


special interests of trusts and big syndi- 
cates. But if it is true they are not to 
be checked out as desired wh«u needed, 
congress may just as well proceed to en- 
act a law apportioning the millions out 
to the several states, and by placing 
them in state treasuries, save tae people 
taxes.

With less money for financiers to play 


with, possibly there may be-less schemes 
by which people are compelled to pay

'American set- 
tlers will become acclimated to Cana- 
dian customSj and as there is as precise- 
ly as much freedom in Canada as in the 
United States, it is hard to see wherein 
our immigrants, will arise to perform in 
a. separation--:act. The real danger to 
.Canada does not come from this coun- 
try but from within herself, and the 
very 
pronounced declarations coming 


from prominent French Canadian papers 
indicate a growing sentiment in a con- 
siderable pa'ift of Canada for annexation 
with the Uriite'd States. -It looks more 
like Canada as'bne result of its attempts 
to secure territory by 
no -manner of 


right belonging to it, anil its surliness 
over the decision of the arbitrators, had

BEDFORD, Ind., Jan. 23.—Search for 


the murderer of Miss Sarah Schafer Ima 
as yet brought no definite results. A 
few red haii-3 found 
clutched in the 


hands of the dead girl and believed to 
have been torn from the mustache of 
her murderer form the only clew. One 
arrest has been made. A red mustached 
man who looked as though he had been 
in a struggle, was arrested, bnt he prov- 
ed his innocence and then \vas released. 
The hairs found in the dead girl's hand 
were from a white man. A bloody fire- 
brick found near the body was used to 
kill the girl. The parents of the victim 
have arrived here and wiE return to 
Elkhart with the body. Three courts of 
inquiry are being held by Coroner Plum- 
raer, Justice Fletcher and Mayor Smith. 
All tha suspicious characters oi Bedford 
have been apprehended and examined as 
to their whereabouts on the night of 
the murder. Sheriff Morris of Floyd 
county has returned home with his blood 
hounds. They were not able to follow 
the tracks of the murderer. 


BODY EXPOSED TO RAIN. 


The witness before 
the mayor's 


court of inquiry described the finding of 
the body. He said the shed where the 
body was found opens on an alley the 
mouth of which is nbout 100 feet from 
L street. The body toy in the dirt the 
head just at the edge of the doorway, 
one J»ot between the front and rear 
wheels of a cab that ocaupied the shed. 
The body la,y upon its back, the hands 
clenched and thrown buck of the head. 
The heavy dark brown hair was matted 
in the dirt of the alley way as she had 
lain with her face exposed to the rain. 
The body vas in such a position as to 
lead to the belief that there had been 
no struggle in the shed. A struggle had 
taken place in the alley as she was borne 
down to the shed by her assailant. Mies 
Schafer wore n tarn o'shante.r hat, her 
<lrcsB was torn open in front, though the 
little jacket she wore was not torn. Pive 
gashes and bruises were found on the 
head. The skull was fractured in three 
places, ono over the left eye, one at the 
base of the brain and one to the right, 
of this wound. The underclothing was 
torn and the skirt of the dress jerked 
loose frotn the belt. 


ONE SCBEAM HEARD. 


It was testified that Miss Schafer left 


her boarding house at Mrs. Marthn 
•Johnson, on L street, between 'Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth streets at 6130 p. 
m., to go to her room at Thirteenth and 
M. streets, two squares away. About' 
half way she passed the mouth of the al- 
ley where she was attacked. 
"So one 


heard screams till nearly nine o'clock 
when Mrs. W. D. Elliott, who lives at 
Fourteenth and Elm streets near where 
the body was found, said she heard a 
woman scream. She %vcnt to the door, 
but tie scream was not repeated. The 
conclusion is taken from tliis that Miss 
Schaier might have been merely render- 
ed unconscious by the first attack and 
recovered later when she was struck 
again with the brick and killed. Blood 
splashes on the nab in the shed indicated 


• that Miss Schafer was struck in the shed 


and was in a standing pasition when 
struck. W. J. Cook who rents the shed 
from Mrs. Dunn, and who is a cabman, 
testified to finding the body. 


LIVED SEVERAL'HOURS. 


The condition of tile body was such as 


to justify the belief of the physicians 
who held the autopsy that the girl lived 
for several hours after she received tlio 
blows. The police 
believe that 
the 


wounds were not all caused by blows 
with the brick. Blood stains were found 
on it but no hair. No motive had been 
found for the crime, though the police 
are working on a theory that it may 
luvre been revenge. She had a fearful 
struggle with the assassin. No one 
heard an outcry at the tiine the first 
attack is supposed to have taken place 
although there are houses all around 
the place where the body, was found. 
One theory, is that the murderer of the 
girl slipped up behind her and caught 
lw>r by the throat to stifle her cries, but 
there are no marks on the neck to bear 
thai <mt, 5'hc accepted, iheerj -of ihfl 


police is that the murderer was known 
to his victim and approached her with- 
out causing any suspicion in her mind 
and that lie suddenly dealt a blow that 
rendered her unconscious before she 
could call lor help. 


Miss Schaffer's umbrella. was 
found 


where it had been thrown over a fence 
at the mouth of the alley! It was still 
open. The police believe it was'held by 
some 
one besides Miss Sichafer " when 


thrown over the fence. Miss'Schafer re- 
ceived many letters which she destroy- 
ed after reading. 
. 


LOyE_A*TAIR BROUGHT IN. 


A few days~agcrshe"received a letter 


containing 35 pages and thig she read 
several times before she destroyed it. So 
far as can be ascertained she talked to 
no one concerning this letter, but while 
reading it appeared at times considera- 
bly exercised. The police have been, told 
also that Miss\ Schafer jokingly said to 
a friend that her sweetheart was in town 
and that she had "fired him, but he 
would not stand the fire." 


It has also been told to the police that 


on Thursday evening a tall man wearing 
a long overcoat and a slouch hat was 
seen walking past Mies Sohafer's rooms 
and this man had a mustache. 
-=. 


About ten days ago a man whose des- 


cription the police have, came to Bed- 
ford and was with Miss iSohafer, return- 
ing to tlie hotel late at night. The po- 
lice do not connect this man with the 
killing of the yoxing girl, but desire to 
ascertain of him if he knows of any per- 
son to whom the crime might be ascrib- 
ed. 


OVERHEARD QTJABREL. 


Detective Jacob Haager of Louisville, 


formerly chief of police of that city, has 
been put in charge of the ease. He is 
examining the witnesses today in the 
mayor's court. 
- 


According to one witness today he was 


at the corner of Fourteenth and M 
streets about 7 p. m. Thursday evening 
when a tall man wearing a long over- 
coat identical with a man seen walking 
past the, Johnson house earlier, was no- 
ticed to be talking with a woman of 
medium size, wearing;-a tarn o'shanter, 
hat. They were quarreling and the man 
said: "By G—, you .will/.' The woman 
said she never would. The man and wo- 
man ivalked north a short distance to- 
ward's ,the girl's room, but returned to 
the corner and then went up Fourteenth 
street. 
. 


James Short testified today that as he 


passed the alley where the murder was 
committed and saw a man with a long 
overcoat in the alley talking with a wo- 
man wearing a tarn o'shanter hat. He 
heard the woman say: "I will die first." 
She appeared to be angry. The man 
was leaning against the fence. 


The police think the unconscious body 


was carried to the shed; that the wo- 
man partially revived and that the 
blows on the head were given while she 
was standing up and "that afterwards 
she was dumped into the shed, the dis- 
order of her clothing was caused by the 
struggles when she partially revived, af- 
ter her assailant had lett her. Dr. Fre- 
land, one of the physicians conducting 
the post mortem, holds to a different 
opinion. He believes that the murder 
was committed by a degenerate sort of 
a "Jack the Ripper" prowling about the 
streets and alleys to assail women. 


An intimate girl friend of Miss Schaf- 


er said today that before Christmas 
Miss Schafer informed her that she i was 
engaged to marry a young man, a mem- 
ber of the Elkhart city council. She 
went home on a visit and upon her re- 
turn she did not talk1 about her ap- 
proaching marriage, and she gave her 
friend to understand that the engage- 
ment was broken. Miss Schafer also 
told her that she had received anony- 
mous letters which worried her greatly. 


After dragging the town thoroughly 


of all suspicious and hangerson of sa- 
loons the city authorities admit they 
are us much in the dark as to the identi- 
ty of the perpetrator of the crime as 
when the body was first found.

pipe—Many Injured, But 


None Killed. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—Fire broke out 


this afternoon in the Masonic Temple, 
a twenty story skyscraper, one square 
east of the Iroquois theater. Owing to 
the fact that upwards of 2,000 people oc- 
cupy the offices and stores in ,the giant 
structure, the fire caused much excite- 
ment. 


The series of elevators surrounding 


the rotunda in the center of the build- 
ing continued to run while ,the smoke 
and flames issued -from the windows in 
the fourth story, where the fire origi- 
nated. The .people were removed from 
the upper floors as rapidly as possible. 


Great crowds of specstatora quickly 


surrounded the temple, being drawn 
from the fashionable shopping district 
of State street and adjoining thorough- 
fares. The sight of the majestic struc- 
ture through the clouds of smoke and 
flames was one long to be remembered. 


FLOOD FLOOKS WITH WATER, 
Firemen -were summoned by an alarm 


automatically sent in from the rooms in 
•which the fire began. The firemen 
quickly made connections with the sta- 
tionary standpipe in the building. Im- 
mediately tons of water flooded * the 
floors where the smoke and blaze was 
thickest. 


The origin of the fire vr&a in an explo- 


sion of chemicals in a doctor's office on 
the fifth floor. The explosion was a 
sufficient notice of danger to the occu- 
pants of the floors immediately above 
and below, but was unheard by hun- 
dreds of other persons in tb« vast struc- 
ture, who received their warning when 
suddenly confronted with walls of dense 
smoke. 


WILD BUSH *X)B SAFETY, 


Flames followed the explosion and 


quickly spread to the floors above. Men 
and women rushed wildly for the stairs 
and elevators. So rapidly did the im- 
mense skyscraper £11 with smoke that 
the firemen found it almost impossible 
to work within the walls. 


In a short time the fire was raging on 


three floors containing many chemical 
establishment* in doctors' offices. Furth- 
er explosions were momentarily feared. 
As at the Iroquois catastrophe Fire Mar- 
shall JluBhaiu iras soon personally on 
hand, and he quickly warned his men of 
the danger. 
• 


FIKEMAN J&ICITS CHEERS. 


Shortly after the arrival'of the en- 


gines a ladder was raised at the 'south- 
west corner of the building and a fireman 
ascended to the fifth floor where the fire 
was burning. As he broke the window 
cheers went up from the crowd in-1 the 
street which was repeated when the fire- 
man entered the window and dragged a 
lead of hose after him. 


In th» height of the 


crowds in the street saw a man clad in 
a heavy overcoat step out on the fire 
escape of the fourteenth floor and be- 
gin to descend. 


Within the building the elevator men 


by running their machines without ceas- 
ing, sought to still the panic of hun- 
dreds who .were seeking to escape. 


ELEVATOH MEN HEROES. 


From the top floor down the carriers 


were jammed with passengers and a 
number of women fainted in- the cars. 
The men for the most part retained: their 
senses. The elevator men stuck to their 
work liko lieroes and i continued to ran 
their cars until it was said that every 
person was out of the building. -The 
flames appeared first in! the suite of R. 
Friedlander & Co., manufacturers of X- 
ray apparatus on the fifth floor. • 


WHERE BLAZE IGNITED. 


The explosion, which WAS the cause of 


the fire, occurred in $10,000 worth of 
vacuum tubes which were stored in the 
suite. Smoke poured out of the rooms 
which occupied the entire southwest cor- 
ner of the skyscraper facing Randolph 
street directly across the street from 
Marshall Field & Go's huge retail store, 
With almost increditable swiftness every 
floor of the temple above the fifth floor 
wag filled with dense smoke while the' 
floors below were deluged with water. ' 


DODGE HEAVY BEAMS. 


' Detachments of police were quickly on 
hand, aiding the firemen in the effort to 
control 
the fire and calm the panic 


stricken people. 


Armed with axes and picks the fire- 


men broke doors and windows. In the 
rotunda at the bottom of the elevator 
well, persons leaving the eleya'tors nf ter 
descending in hairbreadth time from the 
upper stories, were^ obliged to dodge 
heavy beams and fragments of stone and 
plaster falling in the rotunda from the 
fifth floor and breaking jagged holes in 
the costly mosaic pavement. 


Thousands of people . oa the streets 


watching the fire were thrown into a 
panic by an explosion, which threw .a 
quantity of acid through the windows 
sending smarting fluid ruining on the 
crowd below. In the rush for safety an 
old man •was thrown down in an. area. 
way, being picked up .unconscious. 


The fire "was out within an hour. A 


number of persons were injured as a re- 
sult of the fire. K. Friedlander, in 
whoso suite the fire originated, 
was 


found unconscious on the floor. He was 
overcome by .smoke and chemical fumes. 
Twelve, girls/ in his employ made their 
escape at the first alarm. . 


DESCEND FIRE ESCAPE. 


When the knowledge of the fire reach- 


ed the barber shop on the Nineteenth 
floor, everybody made a rush for the ele- 
vators. They were full. Persons -were 
clamoring into them at a rate that 
threatened accidents unless the conges- 
tion was relieved. Thereupon Ashmnre 
and the bootblack ran to the ftre escape1 
and started to climb downward. 


"Several times," said Ashmore, "as we 


passed by a window, smoke rolled out in 
volumes that threatened to suffocate us. 
But we knew it was death if we lost our 
hold and hung on. We were mighty glad 
when we reached the bottom."

Worse tor Tussle. 


PASSENGER RELATES 


INTERESTING STORY 


At no Time Was Fear Expressed— 


First Mate Declares lee Floes 


Encountered Were Heavi- 


est in Years. 


After being imprisoned in the ice off 


Chicago for over fifty-five hours, the 
Goodrich steamer Iowa, with a cargo' 
of freight and thirty 
passengers on 


board, arrived at this port about 12-.40 
o'clock hist night,. none the worse for 
her experience and passengers ..well and 
in good spirits. In the main the passen- 
gers were bound*for Milwaukee and ex- 
cept three, were asleep. 
-" The three who were awake and left the 
ship here are Mr. and Mrs. George Hen- 
derson and W. L. Reed, theatrical people, 
and who intend to arrange for an enter- 
tainment here, for the benefit of the 
hospitals or other society that may de; 
sire to enter into agreement. 


Mrs. Henderson, for the little party of 


thr«e, when seen by a representative of 
the Journal, intelligently told of her ex- 
perience in the ice floes for 
so many 


hours, as follows: 


"We started from Chicago Wednesday 


night at 8 o'clock. When out a short 
distance we struck solid ice five and six 
inches thick and then got into, a pack of 
slush ice which measured in • thickness 
from five to twelve feet. The engines of 
the ship were worked hard to get 
through, but it WAS impossible. The 
next morning when we arose we were 
still in sight of Chicago, but could not 
move. The day wore away and it WRS 
evident to all passengers and the crew 
of the steamer that we were in for a 
long siege. We played cards, told stor- 
ies, gang tongs and mad* ourselves as 
comfortable as poicible. The captain 
and the officers of the Iowa did every- 
thing possible for ui. There was plenty 
to eat, the cabins were warm, plenty of 
coal in the bunkers and at no time in 
danger, in fact no one was frightened. 
The Chicago tug Mort'ord made an effort 
to reach us several .times without success 
and the ice carried us south to the.crib. 
At 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 
Morford succeeded in breaking the ice BO 
that we got Into clear water and ateam- 
ed away for Racine. Just north of Chi- 
cago we met the steamer Georgia which 
was stuck in tie ice off Milwaukee and 
talked to the captain and he jokingly 
told MS to keep our eyes out far Big 
Ban, that ha wa* perched on an ice floe 
near Racine. We did not *ee the animal. 
So far as the passengers are concerned 
they could not have been mor comforta- 
ble in their own home* and the only in- 
they could not have been more comforts- 
nothing but Keape of ice to look at. I 
will never forget the experience. All 
passengers who did not bave state rooms 
were kindly furnished quarters by the 
officers." 


FIRST MATE'S STORY. 


First Mate William Oertling, of the 


Iowa was seen and said: "Yes, we bave 
been in the ice since Wednesday night 
and I want to tell you that it'-was the 
heaviest I have seen iit years, being all 
of ten and twelve feet thick. We could 
not move a mile, although full speed was 
tried ahead and astern and we simply 
lay quiet in the floe. At no time was 
there tiie alightest danger. There was 
plenty of food and coal and the passen- 
gers befcared splendidly, playing eard», 
telling tale* and rather enjoyed the nov- 
elty of being in the tec. We worked out 
oonaidtrably alter the tug Iforford took* 
the iee and finally gat clear and came on 


.Ou lake. The boat was not damaged 


in the least. The ice was never hearier 
ou thi. shore."

under contract in good faith to render 
valuable services for the corporation giv- 
ing it, and he in fact does render such 
services in consideration of the pass, then 
I am of the opinion that he does not vio- 
late the law."

The bottom boerd is 
12 inches wide and 2 Inches thick. 
Seven cleata 114 inches thick are nailed 
on top of it to*ieep the animal from 
slipping. The board on the left side 
with. rope. in it 1> to hold the noea and 
s nailed on the frame 3 feet 4 inche*: 
from the bottom. The hotee through 
he plank are bored 1 inches from each 
side of the plank and an inch from the

end of the cage. 
Three erosspiece* 


2 by 4 inches are put under the bottom 
of the cage and of sufficient length to 
keep the cage from tipping over when 
in use. 
The upright pieces on the 


sides of the cage are 2 by 4 Inches and 
are bolted to'the bottom crosspiece*. 
They are fastened across the top by 
two pieces to each *settbr uprights bolt- 
ed on. An upright lever is bolted to 
the bottom crossplece at the front end' 
of the ;cage at one side! of .the bottom, 
the top end placing1 between the pieces 
(jolted .'on each side of; uprights and 
beld in'the desired place with an iron 
pin when'holding the'animal. When; 
the horns are oft, it Is'thrbwn back and; 
the animki allowed to^ go out toward 
the front' or back out, as size will al- 
low. 
Three handspikes are used. One: 


passes through the cage back of the 
animal, ofib over its neck and one 
through . the rope on .the opposite of 
plank from the nose. The sides of the 
shoot can be boarfled up, as builder 
desires.

Secret* ef Fannr Clneene. 


The discoverer of the germ which 


is responsible for the fine flavor of 
June butter has been looking for the 
bacteria which conveys the flavor of 
the famous brands of European soft 
cheeses. Professor H. -W. Conn of the 
Connecticut experiment station has 
tested samples of the Brie, Neuf chatel, 
Camembert and Roquefort cheeses 
with other brands not so well known, 
securing specimens of the different 
stages of ripeness to study the changes 
in germ life. A few of these cbee«e* 
are successfully imitated in: this conn- 
try, but the process is kept secret. It 
is hoped by means of these experi- 
ments to find out the principle of the 
process and make it public, BO that 
these expensive and profitable cheeses 
can be made in larger quantities. It i* 
hoped also that new varieties may be 
added to the - present list of 
soft 


cheeses.
